In undertaking the accom- 
plishment of some difficult task 
men have tried one way and 
then another and another until 
they found the best wayof meet- 
ing the difficulties and carrying 
out their purpose, and so in the 
work of saving souls. We must 
not think that God has only one 
way of doing things, or one way 
to reach hearts, He uses many 
methods and means of carrying 
on His work. 

The sermon reaches one, and 
good ringing testimony an- 
other, and a prayer touches an- 
other while another may be 
touched with the song. We 
need then to so be in the Spirit 
at all times that the Lord may 
be able to work as He pleases, 
and not be so formal that the 
Holy Ghost is crowded out or 
else has to work to suit a cut and 
dried program. 

Then there are’ times when 
the Lord can use some evangel- 
ist or minister to stir your peo- 
ple, more than He can use you. 
Some times people get so accus- 
tomed to a minister that his 
preaching and everything he 
does is old to them, and some 
minister they have never seen 
may be greatly used in bringing 
a revival. This is a very natur- 
al thing and should not cause 
surprise. If a pastor keeps up a 
fresh interest in his work at the 
same place for as much as three 
or four years, he must move for- 
ward in prayer and Bible study 
and make progress or people will 
soon learn all that he knows and 
he can lead them _ no further, 
hence his preaching to them be- 
comes uninteresting, and he 
feels that he is not appreciated, 
etc., and work drops, and all 
hands become feeble and faint. 
Soin most cases it is best to 
change pastors occasionally, at 
least every two years, and in 
some cases every year, Some 
times we have noticed evangel- 
ists going right over the same 
territory until they more them- 
selves out with the people, and 


perhaps’ they never knew 
what was the trouble. Hunta 
new field brother. When you 
shot all the game your gun will 
reach let another who uses a 
calibre which is a little different 
try his hand there. 

Then as to the services, some 
times itis best not to havea 
testimony meeting. If you are 
a leader study to know 
When that time comes, and 
there are times when a good tes- 
timony meetingie just the thing 
to meet things. But we have 
seen meetings talked to death 
by a lot of dry testimonies, and 
there are some who get up from 
time to time and speak the 
same thingsover and over. Try 
toavoid this, have something 
new and fresh every time to 
speak for the glory of God. Tell 
your feelings and experiences 
ina new and better way from 
time totime, and don’t exalt 
self but Jesus. 

The Sunday school should be 
conducted in a way, too, to keep 
out of a cut and dried way. The 
teachers should so study the les- 
sons and store their minds with 
truths in connection with the 
lesson that they will make it in- 
teresting for every member of 
the class,. when they come to- 
gether. There are so few good 
Sunday school teachers. The 
lesson should be made _ interest- 
ing for the children, and they 
will love the Sunday school and 
it will be a blessing to them. 
But tohow many isita drag, 
they care not go there and hear 
the teacher read the questions 
and answers. Letus stir our- 
selveson this line dear Sunday 
school workers. 

Then a good thing for any 
churchis a good Bible class, 
when there is a suitable person, 
either man or woman to teach it. 
How often this has worked good 
to the church and community. 

It could occupy Sunday after- 
noon or any night inthe week 
that is not used for something 
else. 

This class should be made just 
as spicy and interesting to both 
young and old as possible. It 
could be greatly used in spread- 
ing the truth and establishing 
the saints if properly conducted, 

We believe that box suppers, 
parties, entertainments and ev- 
ery thing of.a worldly nature is 
an abomination to the Lord, but 
we are sure that He wants us to 
use every means possible to ex- 
tend the gospel, save souls, and 
prepare His bride for transla- 
tion, and judging from the cold- 
ness, lack of interest, falling 
away, etc., that may be seen 
along the way, there is plenty 
of room for improvement in the 
present day methods. Let us 
one andall make an effort in 
every possible way to move for- 
ward.
